POPULAR-YOUNG MAN 


At almost the same Instant when 


Fred Ahlgrlm met his death In this 
city, another Janesville employe of 
the North-Western road has his life 
crushed out at Norwalk, about forty, 
miles this side of La Crosse. Thomas 
Davis was given his first run as fire- 
man on a double header freight out 
of Kendall yesterday morning, and It 
proved to be his last. Before he had 
gone 
20 miles, the train collided 


head-on with a freight coming down 
a heavy grade around a curve ex- 
pecting to find a clear track. 
Davis 


was jammed In between the cab and 
tender and Instantly killed. 


Went to Baraboo 


Davis had been In this city 
for 


about a year past, living1 at the Janes- 
ville house. 
For a time he was em- 


ployed In the round house and then 
he went to work with John ./oich's 
gang on the Interurban cutting be- 
yond the Choate-Holllster factory. He 
had been wishing lor some time to 
get a position at actual railroading, 
and about ten days ago he received 
work from Baraboo that there might 
be an opening for him In that city. 
He immediately left, but was given 
no run until yesterday. He had been 
allowed to try his hand at 
firing 


around the yard, until he had a gener- 
al Idea of the work required In that 
position. 


First Run 
Wednesday morning Davis was giv- 


en his first call for work. 
The work 


began at Kendall on a heavy north- 
bound 
double-header. 
A 
south- 


bound freight had been ordered to 
sidetrack at Norwalk to allow ' tho 
train on which Davis was firing to 
ass. 
On reaching the station 
the 


air brakes were applied but failed 
to work, and .the train got beyond 
control. 


Train Beyond Control 


All the trainmen tried to set the 


handbrakes but before the 
train 


could be brought to a standstill, the 
train had run on past tho station, and 
around the curve Into the heavy dou- 
ble-header which was coming around 
the curve expecting a clear track. It 
was evident to the men In tho three 
engines that the collision was Inevi- 
table, and they started to jump be- 
fore . the locomotives 
met. 
Davis 


•started to jump on the south 
side, 


but-saw a high bank and a creek on 
that side so he turned to run across 
to the other. 
Just at this tlmo 
tho 


trains came together with 
terifllc 


force, and Davis was caught where 
lie was. the cab and tender being 
Jammed together until there was on- 
ly n couple of inches between them. 


No Other Injuries 


All three engines were utterly de- 


molished, and twenty.four cars were 
ditched. 
No one besides Davis re- 


ceived any Injuries. 
The accident 


occurred shortly after seven o'clock 
In the morning. 
The crushed anu 


bruised body was taken Into 
the 
station, and. held until a jury could 
be impaneled" for the Inquest. 
The 


coroner called his men together, and 
returned a verdict 
of 
accidental 
death. 


Has Relatives Here 


Thomas James of Chatham street, 


and Mrs. B. Spence of Pleasant street 
are both relatives of the young man. 
who was about twenty-six years of 
age. 
He was unmarried and nad 


no Immediate relatives In this coun- 
try. 
About five years ago he came 


to Wisconsin from his home In Brec- 
Ttonshlre. South Wales, and -his par- 
ents still live there. 
He had many 


relatives at Wnukcaha, and at Wales 
in this state, and the remains will 
be taken from Norwalk to one

tervention as the olllclal spokesman 
of 7.000.000 people has been no smah 
factor In bringing the operators to 
reason, declared In an address deliv- 
ered last evening that combinations 
of capital were as natural and Inevi- 
table as combinations of labor.

added: 
"So long as bo'th pursue 


their business within tho limits of 
constitutional and stautcry low they 
are entitled to the protection of the 
state and the strong arm of he gov- 
ernment.

New York, Oct. l(i.—It develops that 


New York lionil houses rnd bank:; 
expect to deliver to Secretary Shr.v.- 
on Friday nlioitt Jlsi.OUO.Odu govern- 
mcnt bonds. being long 4s. As tho 
market price of these Is around 1«S 
the premium will amount to approxi- 
mately $5.7flO,unu over the par value 
of tho Issue. This will mean a <lli- 
biirscmcnt by the treasury department 
of a little over §20,000,000, and If Is ex- 
pected to prevent 35 pur cent money 
in tho Immediate future.

FIGHT FOR SEATS 


ATTACK 
ON 
OFFICEHOLDERS 


Move to Exclude Political Appointees 


From the Convention Leads to a 
Bitter Wrangle and Defeat of the 
Motion. 


East St. Louis, 111., Oct. 1C.—Tlia 


Chicago teamBtcrH were seated In tha 
Illinois State Federation of Labor con- 
vention, but not until the cen;ra_l or- 
ganization had repudiated 
Us 'own 


laws and those of Its parent !>ody. the 
American Federation. 
With the team- 


sters were recognized, state ofllcoholcl- 
era, nondescript central labor bodies, 
and several unions that have little 
standing In tho labor world. 


It was a pronounced victor}' for the 


Chicago delegates, but before they 
knew It the convention was forced to 
suspend business; Jar over a day and 
a half. 


Attack or. Oavld Rcss. 


In the conftislo:; tliat followed the 


seating of the teamsters an attacl; 
was made on the Republican labor 
leaders who arc holding places under 
the state administration. Four offlcc- 
holders have credentials 
from 
the 


unions, and the credential committee, 
in a minority report, advised the ex- 
clusion of one of them, David Roan. 
secretary of the bureau of labor statis- 
tics. 


"The laws of the state federation, 


do not permit the seating of a man 
holding nn elective or political posi- 
tion," said II. E. McLean of Spring- 
field. "This being tho case, I aslt that 
David Ross be excluded." 


Ryan to the Rescue. 


Ross is one of the right hand men 


of Gov. Yates, and tin; attack brought 
out a storm of protests. 
President 


Mcnche saw the crisis and recognized 
W. D. Ryan of the mine-workers. Ryan 
coupled the weak cause of the ofllcc 
holders with that of the teamsters and 
so saved them from exclusion. 


"Why, I as!:. Is one olllceholder 


sought out?" shouted Ryan. 
"There 


are many more here. There is G. W. 
tleary of the free employment bureau 
in Chicago. There Is W. C. lioyer of 
the bureau of labor statistics. 
There 


Is O. D. Sputts, who In head carpenter 
at the statehouse, and W. Scalff of the 
mine inspection bureau. 
These are 


political men; one should not bo sin- 
gled out. IJar them all or none at all. 
Put their case with the other delega- 
tions contesting. 
We cannot afford 


to have a political light." 


Miners Aid Teamsters. 


This was done and the tight of tho 


_ teamsters reached Its climax. It be- 
" gan to grow intensely bitter when the 


credential committee took it up. 
R. 


E. McLean opened the fight against 
the teamsters, and succeeded In hav- 
ing the committee vote unanimously 
against them. The report had been 
recorded and tho fipht Deemed over 
with the teamster3 barred out. R. H. 
Stearns Informed W. D. Ryan of the 
result and a caucus between tho min- 
ers and the teamsters was held. Ryan 
offered the aid* of his organization, 
provided the Chicago teamsters would 
agree to continue with the miners and 
let them dominate the convention. 


Use Diplomacy. 


These terms were accepted and tho 


miners hurried away to visit all the 
delegates on the credential commit 
tee. W. E. McManus and Joseph Pope 
were seen, and after hours of arguing 
agreed to change their votes. R. II. 
Stearns was roused at 2 a. in. and 
hurried to St. Lmils. There be was 
feasted until morning and forgot to 
appear In East SI. Louis and .sign the 
committee report.

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JURY'S VERDICT ON 


ALttRIM'S DEATH 


<No Blame Is Attached tn the Verdict- 


Important Witness Could not 


be Found. 


"That he canio to his death acci- 


dentally !)>' lining run over by a train 
of tho C. & N. W. railway, known as 
No. GO"." was the verdict arrived at 
by tho Inquest which was held before 
Justice Ileedor this morning, to In- 
quire Into tho death of Pred AhlRrlm, 
•wh'o was killed on Wednesday morn- 
ing about a mile north of the depot. 
Tho witnesses were called before tho 
jury in C. \V. Render's Justice of tho 
Peace court at 9:30. and the decision 
was rendered nfter about a half doz- 
•en witnesses had been called. 


New Points Of Interest 


The main facts brought out, from 


the questioning adhered closely 
to 
those already given In Wednesday's 
Gazette, but several a-.idltional jiolnts 
of interest were elicited which make 
>lt more Inexplicable than ever how 
tho enclneer on tho train overlooked 
the hand car, and the occupants of 
'tho latter were unaware of the ap- 
proach of tho train. 
, 


Should Have Seen Train 


According to the testimony, .the 
track for nearly a mile Is so straight 
that the men on tho liana car who 
•were facing In that direction oould 
•not have failed to-see tho engine if 
they had looked. 
The same 
would 


have been true of those on 
the en- 


gine. 
They had been barely a mln- 


•ute in going around the curve when 
the train was noticed by Foreman 
Strampe. so that tho approach of tho 
latter should have been seen at a 
distance before tho curve was round- 
•ed. 


• 
Beyond Speed Limit 


Moreover the testimony of 
the en- 
gineer and the fireman showed that 
tho bell had been ringing constantly 
and continued to do so. 
It was not 


•a place whore the running orders 
called for a whistle blast. 
While 
no comment was mode on tno fact 
'by tho Jury, an Interesting point was 
'brought cut In tho statement of those 
on the engine that the train was run- 
•ulng at a speed of twenty-five miles 
«n hour. 
Tho accident took place 


•within tho city limits, and there Is a 
•statute speed limit of twelve miles 
an hour. 


Paralyzed 
In 
Danger 


When tho train was first noticed 


"the hand car was on a bridge over a 
gully thirty feet deep. 
Tho car was 


•pumped across to tho other side and 
then stopped. 
All who saw the ac- 


cident agreed that there was time 
for Ahlgrlm to escape, but that 
he 


seemed 
unable to do 
so. 
Mr. 
:Stampo said in this connection, that 
lie had since the accident talked with 
Ahlgrlm's former foreman, who said 
•that while Ahlgrlm was an Industrl 
ous and capable workman any moment 
of excitement had the effect of ren 
>derlng him temporarily paralyzed. 


Witness Missing 


' August Strampe, tho foreman 
of 


'the gang; William Smith and Fred 
Daunmnn. two of tho men on tho 
hand car; W. H. Clark and C. J. Hoi- 
den. both of Baruhio, the engineer 
and fireman of the train; and Fred

called.
